THE Royal Geographical Society of Great Britain has 
awarded to John F. Hayford, director of the College of 

Engineering of .Northwestern university, the Victorian 
medal, for notable achievement in establishing the theory 

of isostasy. The presentation, is to be made 
in London in May, at the anniversary celebra­ 
tion of the society. The only other Americans' 
so recognized were Commander Peary, dis­ 
coverer of the North Pole, in 1910, and 

Alexander Hamilton Rice, noted geographer and explorer, 
In 1914.

Isostasy attempts to demonstrate the existence 'of a 
force beneath the surface of the earth which tends to 
equalize pressure at all points.

"It adds much to strengthen evidence that the earth is 
solid throughout from surface to center, and that it is not 
a floating crust on a liquid interior," Director Hayford 
said, when asked to explain isostasy.

"It also throws light upon the nature of the move­ 
ments which have folded and crumpled much of the rock 
formations of the earth. For instance, we have demon­ 
strated that the distance between Harrlsburg and Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa., is nearly ten miles shorter than it was before 
the folding and crumpling of the rocks took place."

In 1889 Hayford was appointed computer of the United 
States coast and geodetic survey,. Later, in 1892, he be­ 
came assistant astronomer to the international United 
States-Mexico boundary commission, in charge of one of 
the field parties.

He was instructor of civil engineering at Cornell uni­ 
versity from 1895 to 1898, when he returned to the United 
States coast and geodetic survey, with which he was con­ 
nected until he took up Ms present position as director of 
the College of Engineering at Northwestern university.

Hayford was born May 19, 1868, at Rouse's Point, N. Y. 
His present home is in Evaustou, 111.

SAYS mer prime minister of Australia, declared re- 

GREAT cently in a New York address. The speech of 
STATESMAN the former prime minister was- an eloquent 

plea for closer relations between the United 
States and Australia, "the vanguard of western civilization" 
in the Far East, "a white speck" of six millions of Anglo- 
Saxons set in a colored sea of one hundred millions of 
Asiatics, increasing at the rate of a million a year. 

The Way to World Peace
Peace was Just as essential to the preservation of a 

democracy of the kind nurtured In the United States and in 
Australia as for the preservation of western civilization, Mr. 
Hughes asserted, and he frankly questioned the effective­ 
ness of the League of Nations "without America, like a 
bird with but one wing" as at present constituted, In the 
settlement of any disnute comparable to the great war. He 
suggested that the time was ripe for a more thorough 
understanding between America and the British common­ 
wealth. England, he said, was now "entirely of America's 
way of thinking." Give the two dominant English-speaking 
powers this understanding and "the world will heed us."

Vigorously Mr. Hughes defended the enforcement of 
a "white Australia," the policy of Asiatic exclusion, and 
immigration, as having justified itself after one. hun­ 
dred years. To that policy he attributed the great progress 
of the Australian continent from a "primitive bush" with 
20,000 people to a continent of 6,000,000, homogeneous 
and democratized in accordance with the principles of west­ 
ern civilization.

Keeping Australia White
"Nobody has got into Australia whom we have wanted 

to keep out," he said. "You have had protests regarding 
your immigration policy. We have had none. Your situ­ 
ation is somewhat different, but Australia and California 
saw to it that the League of Nations assembly did not go 
on record as favoring world racial equality.

"A hundred years ago Australia was untouched by in­ 
dustry," said Mr. Hughes. "Look at Australia today. The 
cities of Sydney and Melbourne may serve as examples of 
our progress. Australia has today 25,000 miles of rail­ 
ways; near a million people get their livelihood out of our 
manufactures. We were 20,000 people a hundred years 
ago, cut off from the world. Today, with her industries, 
irrigation projects, mines and per capita wealth second only 
to yours, there is no inferior class in Australia; we are all 
white and of the same strain, with one government and 
one language."
